Paris, April 21.—(Special Cable to 
The Constitution.}—One week ago I 
reviewed the circumstances of the 
greatest crisis of the Paris confer- 
ence and discussed the fashion in 
which the British prime minister 
was compelled by publi¢ sentiment 
in his own country to change front 
and support the legitimate claims 
of France. It remains now to in- 
dicate the successive steps by which 
we have reached what must be re- 
garded on the whole as a thorough- 
ly gatisfactory accommodation of 
the differences of opinion which 
temporarily prevented progress to- 
wards peace. 

Security of France Essential. 

At all times it was certain that 
the basis of real peace must be the 
security of France and no one 80 
eloquently stated this necessity as 
the president himself in one of his 
earlier speeches in France. But in 
the progress of negotiations the set- 
tlement of the just claims of France 
ws postponed, while English and 
Am, ean purposes were discussed 
and . ted upon. Thus the transfer 
of Ger. \n colonies to Great Britain 
under a wandatory system and the 
formulation of the principles of the 
league of nations, which under Mr. 
Wilson’s guidance comprehended 
American desires, had reached an 
almost permanent settlement, while 
France found herself without any 
adequate assurance of reparations. 
for devastations in her territories, 
relief from the immense burden of 
pensions placed upon her finances 
by’ the German attack and what 
was of even more importance, no 
guarantee against future attack by 

yermany. 

Until these things were settled 
satisfactorily to France there could 
be no prospect of peace and no 
prospect of settlement. Mr. Wilson, 
with his attention fixed upon the 
league of nations, was perhaps slow 
oo understand that no France, nor. 
for that matter, British government, 
could endure which placed upon 
French and British taxpayers all 
the burden of paying for the Ger- 
man attack, save that portion im- 
mediately comprehended in repara- 
tions for devastations.

AIRMAN VEDRINES 


FALLS [0 DEATH 


Noted French Aviator 
Was Attempting Non- 
Stop Flight to Rome 
Over Route of About 700 
Miles. 


Paris, April 21.—Jules Vedrines, 
a noted French aviator, was killed 
today when his machine fell in 
the department of Drome, while 
Vedrines was attempting to make a 
non-stop flight from Villa Coublay 
to Rome over a route of 700 miles. 
The mechanician in the machine 
also was killed. 

The airplane Vedrines used was 
built to bombard Berlin and weigh- 
ed five and a half tons. He had a 
strong wind at his back when he 
left Villa Coubsay at 8:30 a. m. 

It was announced at Villa Coublay 
this afternoon that Aviator Vedrines 
had fallen about 10:30 o’clock ata 
place called Les Fouillouses, near 
the town of St. Rambert d’Albon, in 
the department of Drome, on the 
Rhone river south of Lyons. 


Jules Vedrines, whose death is re- 
ported in the fall of his airplane, 
was one of the leading French air- 
men. He wes one of .the first 
Frenchmen to take up aviation and 
during the years 1911 and 1912 was 
very active in aerial races in Eu- 
rope, winning the Paris-Madrid 


race, finishing rourth in the Eu- 
ropean circuit race, making various 
records for height, distance and 
speed, and finishing second in the 
British circuit race. He was one of 
the first aviators to fly from Lon- 
rer Paris, doing this on August 
4, 1911.

“It seemed strange to see this great large building with its heavily built 
furnaces and operating machinery BURNING COMMON RUBBISH, which 
could be burned JUST AS ADVANTAGEOUSLY IN OPEN BONFIRES 
or in woven iron-wire baskets.

And it would be necessary to construct 
mains of similar size to carry the water from the electric plant back into the 
city mains at the proper point. 


“If the water were to be wasted, discarded after passage through the 
electric plant, then a 14-inch main for a 1,500 KW plant and a 30-inch main 
fora 10,000 KW plant would be required from the Hemphill station to the site. 


_ ‘It would require also the extension of the filtering capacity at the 
Hemphill station by 3,910,000 gallons in the case of a 1,500 KW plant and by 
21,700,000 gallons in the case of a 10,000 KW plant. 


“It would require an increase in the pumping capacity at the Hemphill 
station, which in the case of a 10,000 KW plant WOULD AMOUNT TO A 
DOUBLING OF THE PRESENT INSTALLED CAPACITY. 

“It would require an increase in the capacity of the mains between the 


river pumping plant and the Hemphill] plant, which in the case of a 10000 KW 
plant WOULD BE NEARLY DOUBLE THE PRESENT CAPACITY. 


“It would require the installation of at least one additional 20,000,000- 
gallon pump at the river station for a 10,000 KW plant, and doubtless this 
would make necessary the enlargement of the river intake basin.”

“Certain rights,” he stated, “were 
granted the Georgia Railway anda 
Power company as a consideration 
for this protection which the city 
assumed it had under its contract, 
and with this protection withdrawn 
and declared void by the courts, the 
contract is, to that extent, without 
consideration and it should not be 
true that the public can be denied 
all of these rights and the power 
company shall enjoy the rights 


which it obtained by reason of this | 


contract.” 

Another matter of importance, said 
the message, is that the Atlanta Gas 
Light company obtained a charter 
and franchise through the Georgia 
legislature under an act approved 
February 16, 1856. This was at a 
time when Atlanta was a small town, 
and the powers granted were ex- 
tremely broad and not at all adjust- 
ed to modern conditions, and the pro- 
tection of the public does not appear 
to have been in the mind of any- 
one.

UNFAIR TO LABOR. 


Congressman Thomas [L. Blan 


Editor Constitution: The state- 
ment in The Constitution of Satur- 
day morning from the taxpayers’ 
committeee under the caption of “A 
Word as to Our Teachers’ Salaries,” 


arrested my attention and greatly | 


aroused my interest. It will make 
a strong appeal to those who have 
had no experience as teachers or 
who have not made a careful study 
of the teaching profession. As a 
teacher of long experience, tempo- 
rarily residing in Atlanta, with no 
personal interest whatever in the 
controversy, and anxious only for 
the public welfare, whether in At- 
lanta or San Francisco, I should 
like to call attention to a few facts 
about the life and work of the 
teacher which are known only to 
those who teach or who have made 
a study of our school system. 

The committee’s estimate of 10 per 
cent additional time beyond the 
number of hours devoted to class 
work is far from being true of any 
teacher who is worthy of the name. 
The additional working hours of the 
ordinary teacher may be grouped as 
follows: 

1. Time to plan for each recita- 
tion. Without carefully planning 
in advance for every recitation the 
teacher wastes much of the precious 
recitation period and accomplishes 
little of permanent value. This re- 
quires from ten minutes to two 
hours, according to the _ subject 
taught and the nature of the par- 
ticular recitation. 

2. Time given to the reading of 
examination papers, reports, com- 
positions, etc., by the pupils. This, 
of course, depends on the frequency 
of examinations, reports and com- 
positions required from the pupils; 
but even when they come only 
monthly it is a huge task and al- 
most always calls for night work 
spread over a week or ten days. 

3. Time required for the making 
of weekly or monthly reports, as the 
case may be. Ask any teacher how 
much time he or she gives to this 


The reports must be delivered on 
time regardless of the teacher's con- 
venience. 

Personal Interviews. 

4. Every good teacher gives an 
unlimited amount of time to per- 
sonal interviews with his or her 
pupils. It cannot be avoided and is 
perhaps the most important phase 
of genuine teaching, though it is 


not usually required by the authori- 
ties. A teacher whose counsel is 
not frequently sought by the stu- 
dents is not worth even the mini- 


'mum salary paid to the members of 


the profession. We may safely as- 
all successful teachers 
give much of their time—time when 
they need rést—to such personal in- 
terviews. 

5. Time given to the planning for 
and~ direction of pageants, plays, 
games, etc., which otherwise would 
be impossible.

The Teachers’ Figures 
Were Correct. 


In one of their costly advertisements the opponents of the tax 
increase attempt to show that the figures we gave in regard to the 
tax rates of certain cities were not correct. The cities in question 
are Milwaukee, Wis.; St. Louis, Mo., and Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Our figures were correct. They were taken from the latest report 
on financial statistics issued by the United States Census Bureau. That 
report gives the statistics for the year 1917, the latest figures obtain- 
able for comparison, except by writing individually to each city. It 
it were true, as the Taxpayers’ league would have the public believe, 
that teachers work only five hours per day, we should have had ample 
time to write to all the large cities in the country for their 1919 tax 
rates, together with the basis of assessment in each case; or if we 
had unlimited funds at our command, as the Taxpayers’ league seems 
to have, we could have telegraphed for the 1919 rates. 

But, as our working hors are in reality, from ten to sixteen 
hours per day, and as our salaries are not sufficient to meet even our 
absolutely necessary expenses, we were forced to be satisfied with 
what information could be extracted from the census report during 
our “off” hours, from 10 to 12 at night, as a rule. 

First, as to St, Louis, Mo., we find that our list shows the fol- 
lowing:

We presume that Mr. Weldon, the Taxpayers’ secretary, confused 
the two cities of similar names. Our figures were correct. If Mr. 
Weldon had called us about the matter we could have saved the Tax- 
payers’ league the price of the telegram and its answer. We should 
have been glad to do this. We know that the expenses of the league 
must be very heavy just at this time. 

Now, as to Milwaukee, we give below the figures from our com- 
piled list, showing the tax rate and basis of assessment for 1917, 
together with the later report as shown in the telegram received by 
the Taxpayers’ league. Also the total] taxes for both years:

Our figures were correct. We gave them as statistics for 1917, 
and not for 1919. All we wished to show was that Milwaukee’s tax 
rate is far higher than Atlanta’s, and the 1919 figures show that as 
clearly as do the 1917 figures, 

Concerning Cincinnat!l, we gave the following: 

Cincinnati—Tax rate, $1.50; basis of assessment, 100 per cent. 


Our figures were correct. (See Page 358 Census Report.) We did 
not give the total taxes including state and county rates; but, if had, 
we should have given them as they are found in the census report for 
1917. Here they are. Compare them with the 1919 figures obtained 
by the Taxpayers’ league:

We cannot tell from the information received by the Taxpayers’ 
league what Cincinnati’s tax rate is now; but evidently there has been 
no great change, since there is a difference of only 6 mills on the 
$100 in the total taxes for city, state and county. 

Of course, we know that the opponents of the tax increase would 
like to discredit our figures showing that Atlanta has the lowest tax 
rate of any progressive city in the country. But they can’t do it, for 
we have given facts that cannot be disputed. We have even shown 
that with a restored rate of $1.50 on a basis of 70 per cent, Atlanta 


will still have a rate lower than the rates of all except a very few

actual amount of garbage consumed 
during the fiscal year ending 
arch $1. 

He showed that the total amount 
of garbage consumed was 39,480,- 
545 tons, about 115 tons per day. The 
capacity of the plant was more than 
twice this amount, but the scarcity 
of labor, Chief Jentszen said, made 
the use of dumps necessary in the 
wards where carts are used to save 


hauling. 

“Out of a capacity of 26,280 unit hours,” 
Chief Jentzen stated, ‘‘the plant was used 
15,204 unit hours, slightly less than 58 per 
cent. Frequently the units used were burn- 
ing far below their capacity. These figures 
are misleading if used as a basis for con- 
clusions as to the amount of refuse the 
plant is capable of consuming. For in- 
stance, we are now operating only two of 
the units in three shifts each, but we are 
burning very close to the rated capacity of 
the whole plant, viz, 250 tons of refuse in 
24 hours. If we were working for the 
maximum steam capacity we would neces- 


sarily burn the refuse slower. 

“The whole plant was in bad condition 
when we took it over and has had to have 
many expensive renewals of machinery that 
was abused, not worn out, 

‘The plant is operating 100 per cent bet- 
ter than in May, 10916, when it was turned 
over to us. We are operating the plant now 
on two unfts and furnaces are banked on 
Sundays. 

Cost of Aperation. 

‘‘The cost of operating the plant, wages 
and repairs only, from April 1, 1018, to 
April 1, 1919, was as follows: 

Wages , ; .. . 831,383.00 
Repairs, lubricanta, ete, .......... 9,576.69 

“The plant was used as a straight in- 
cinerating plant and not as a power plant, 
for which it was designed and equipped, 
The plant is furnished with three boilers, 
rated at 2,000-horsepower, and is equipped, 
piped and otherwise fitted up for an elec- 
trical generating station. 

“If the steam frony the plant were util- 
ized we should be crefiited with $50,000 per 
year on the operation of the plant. 

‘It costs us about $1 per ton to remove 
the ashes and cinders from the plant. They 
are brought out of the plant hot and have 
to be soaked with water before they can be 
handled. From April 1, 1018, to April 1, 
1919, we hauled 18,691 leads of asbes and 
cinders, averaging a ton and a quarter each, 
or 23,114 tons,

‘‘In this connection I will state that each 
to the plant is 
weighed, but the truckloads are not. The 
have been broken down repeatedly 
by the weight of the loaded trucks, so that 
we have stopped sending the trucks over 
the scales, and have estimated each truck- 
load at two tons. This is a conservative 
estimate, I think, as we have found that ft 
takes a large number of carts or wagons 
to take care of a truck route when the 
truck is disabled: In one instance, where 
I checked up the wagons taking care of 
such an emergency I found that 18 tons 
were taken off that route. 
Dumps for Sweepings. 

“IT have been directed to state how many 
days of the year refuse and garbage have 
been carried to the dumps or places other 
than the crematory. There was a certain 
amount of this matter carried to the dumps 
every working day of the year. It hag al- 
ways been our practice to have dumps for 
sweepings. Further, the great shortage of 
labor last year compelled us to abandon the 
long hauls to the plant on all the outlying 
routes, and it J» probably safe to state that 
as much refuse went to the dumps from 
April 1, 1918, to April 1, 1919, as was hauled 
to the plant. We lost In that length of time 
5,82714 working days among the garbage 
carts. The haul from the outskirls to the 
crematory is 3 miles on some of the routes. 
Three loads per day 1s all we may expect 
from such routes when the refuse is carried 
to the plant, but by going to a nearby dump 
we were able to make many more loads. We 
made this a practice during last year, using 
this refuse to reclaim property by back- 
filling along sewer runs, at the same time 
stopping breeding places for mosquitoes, 

‘This dumping of refuse was necessary 
order to get the premises of the “igen 
cleaned up. We made apecial effort® to 
handle the dumps satisfactorily, and I have 
no recollection of any complaints on this 
soere. I might state that last year was an 
unusual year in the amount of garbage pro- 
duced by the cltizens. The efforts of the 
government food conservation made a 
ed decrease in the amount of rgfuse In At- 
lanta as well as a change In its quality. 
This helped us to get through a bad labor 
situation.’’

New York, April 21.—The auspici- | 


ous aes of the Victory Loan 
and cumulative evidence over the 
week-end of the country’s post-war 
prosperity were primary factors in 
the further forward surge of prices 
during today’s session of the stock 
market, the most active of the year.

It now remains to set forth the 
compromise out of which is coming 
assurance of agreement and invita- 
tion to the Germans to come to Ver- 
sailles. Substantially, this is what 
has beenageed upon: Mr. Wilson's 
league of nations, with its amend- 
ments designed to meet American 
criticism, has been accepted by the 
Paris conference, but this league of 
nations settlement has been fortified 
by two guarantees, one precise, the 


other contingent. The’ British 
have agreed that if the Germans 


shall violate the terms of peace as | 


they have now been agreed upon 
and send troops across the Rhine, 
the British army will move forth to 
the continent to the support of 
France.

Paris conference, and bound to be 
included in the treaty of peace. We 
have, on the other hand, recogni-

The Treaty and Wilson’s “14.” 


It will be said, and has been said 
already in quarters hostile to the 
president, fhat he has sacrificed his 
principles and made compromises 
in contravention of his fourteen 
oints, but viewed from Paris, thisis 
1ardly a fair criticism. He has in 


|' fact seen the necessity of interpret- 


ing his fourteen points, which were 
in themselves abstract and academ- 
ic, in the light of the realities of 
the European situation. He has 
avoided destroying the chance of 
real peace by insisting on a too lit- 


|} eral translation of his previous ut- 


terances, a translation urged 
against him at least once by the 
British prime minister, whose hos- 
tility to the creation of a real Po- 
land has been one of the most amaz- 
ing circumstances of the whole con- 
ference. At all times the president 
has consistently fought for his four- 
teen points. The treaty which wil! 
be formulated contains no essential 
break with those principles, but in 
the end he has wisely and gener- 
ously recognized the special claims 
of Franc, and the justice of the 
Irench demand for other assurance 
than that supplied by the league of 
nations against German attack dur- 
ing the period in which the world 
would have to discover whether 
Germany is to follow new pathways 
or to return to the old. 

And so, after four months of de- 
bate and five and a helif months 
after the armistice, the Germans 
are to come to Versailles to learn 
their fate, and locked up with their

future, for we have come to one 
more of the historic settlements of 
Europe like those of Westphalia, 
Utrecht and Vienna. 

Europe te Reorganize Itself. 

As Europe at the beginning of the 
eighteenth century, and again at 
the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, reorganized itself after a suc- 
cessful repelling of a French at- 
tack, she has now to reorganize 
herself after a German attack, which 
aimed at world domination, predi- 
cated by European hegemony. This 
settlement carries with it five dis- 
tinct phases. Germany is to be de- 
prived of the territories seized by 
her in other wars of aggression and 
held against the will of their inhaW&\- 
tants. She is to be disarmed on land 
and sea, and subjected to regula- 
tions designed to prevent new ag- 
gression. She is to be compelled to 
repay the costs of war in destruc- 
and, in part, to 
life. In addition she is to lose her 
colonies outside of Europe, colonies 
in which she has expressed the same 
spirit of savagery and brutality 
which marked her European con- 
quests in the recent war. 

To these terms which affect Ger- 
many alone there are to be added 
the provisions which create the 
league of nations, which is designed 


to be the vehicle for international 
| intercourse 


in the future and the 
tribunal in which international dis- 
putes will be settled without war. 
Behind the league of nations, cov- 
enant will stand the allied strength 
of Great Britain, France and pre- 
sumably Italy, and if congress shall 
assent of the United States also, so 
that if Germany refuses to regard 
the moral force of the league of na- 
tions, she will be confronted by the 
military force of the liberal nations. 

Treaty Represent Compromises,. 

Like every peace that has ever 
been made, the peace of Versailles 
will represent compromises, but 
more than any peace that has ever 
been made in the past, it will also 
represent the earnest desire of the 
nations making it to found their de- 
cisions upon justice, and fortify 
them by proper recognition of the 
rights of the various races. No Eu- 
ropean territory will be taken from 
Germany to which her claim is valid 
for the profit of any of the great 
powers who have combined to con- 
quer her. Alsace-Lorraine is French 
again, but the French moral claim 
to these provinces has never been 
disputed save by Germany. The Saar 
coal district, half of which was 
once French, has been erected into 
an independent territory like Lux- 
embourg. simply to provide repara- 
tion to France for the destruction 
of her own coal regions and the re- 
turn of the territory to Germany 
after fifteen years is assured if the 
inhabitants so desire. Aside from 
these changes, Germany will lose 
a tiny region inhabitated by Danes 
in Schleswig and,most. but not all,

In the matter of financial repara- 
tions Germany will have to pay as 
much as she can of the costs of the 
war, but the maximum sum that has 
yet been aimed at is $230,000,000,000 
and hardly exceeds the conservative 
estimate of what it would cost to 
restore the devastated areas of 
France. AS a consequence 
German attack French 
taxpayers will still have enormous 


come. No indemnity, such as Ger- 
many exacted from France in 1871, 
will be asked of the nation which 
and wantonly brought

war and carried fire and sword into 
northern France and Belgium for 
the express purpose of wrecking the 
industrial life of this region and 
thus increasing that of Germnay. 
On the side of disarming Germany 
much has been written into the 
treaty, but little effective has been 
done. We have fixed the army of 
Germany at 100,000 and we have 
taken away her ships, but we have 
provided no machinery for compell- 
ing Germany to stay disarmed if 
she choses to imitate the example 
of Prussia after Tilsit and ‘there is 
frank recognition that all efforts to 
limit Germany armament can have 
but a temporary effect.

No Personal or National Victory. 


It is an idle thing and dangerous 
thing to attempt to interpret the 
decisions of the Paris conference 
in terms of personal or national vic- 
tory. It is also an inaccurate thing. 
The three great nations who have 
fought Germany assembled in con- 
ference have naturally presented 


different and at points conflicting | 


views. But in the end compromise 
has been reached. Mr. Wilson has 
recognized the right of France to 
some other guarantee in addition to 
that of the league of nations, which 
Mr. Wilson has advocated. The Brit- 
ish, while by the elimination of the 
German fleet, securing an insur- 
ance against the new German men- 
ace, have, by supporting both Ameri- 
can and French claims at various 
points, contributed to preserving 
a more essential contentions of 
acn, 

It is not true, as has been as- 
serted over and over again, that Mr. 
Wilson has taken Europe by the 
throat and compelled it to lay aside 
its selfish and chauvinistic aims and 
accept American idealism. It is not 
true that Europe has forced Mr. 
Wilson to compromise every prih- 
ciple or any essential principle whith 
he advocated in America, and came 
to Europe to champion. The terms 
which Germany will receive are not 
American terms, or French terms, or 
British terms. They do not repre- 
sent personal triumph for any one 
of the “big four,’ but they contain 
substantial recognition of the legit- 
imate claims of each of the four on 
behalf of his own country. 


What Treaty Represents, 


For those who believe in the 
league of nations as the ultimate 
solution of international relations, 
the treaty of peace must represent 
a long forward step. To those who 
believe that in the presence of the 
Germans no scrap of paper, however 
sacred, can avail unless it has a 
military guarantee, the commitment 
of the British prime minister and 
the conditional pledge of the Ameri- 
can president will carry correspond- 
ing reassurance. The treaty which 
the Germans will be asked to sign 
is not a treaty of violence. It 
creates no new Alsace-Lorraine. It 
recognizes the just rights of sev- 
eral peoples higherto enslaved by 
the Germans, but it deprives Ger- 


many of no German populations per-

GENTLEMEN: 


Your special committee appointed during the monthly meeting on April 17th, 
with instructions to investigate and report upon the advisability of giving the City 
- government more money through increased taxation and bond issues, both of which 
questions are to be voted upon Wednesday, April 23, begs leave to report that we 
consider it would be most unwise and ill-advised to give additional funds to the city 
government as at present administered, and we therefore recommend that you vote 
against both the proposed increase in the tax rate and the proposed bond issues. 


We base this report upon the following facts: 


On May 20, 1915, the Board of Education advertised for bids, requiring certified 
checks, for the construction of the Lucile Avenue and Milton Avenue schools. All 
bids were rejected after the tity had caused the offices of eight contractors on one 
school and thirteen on the other to find out, free of cost to the city, how cheap the 
work could be done, and, over the protest of the City Building Inspector, took that 
official away from his work, gave neither him nor his department a fee for his serv- 
ices, and had him superintend the buildings: constructed the Lucile Avenue school at 
a greater cost than it could have been built at a profit by the second lowest bidder, 
and had it ready for occupancy October 13th, one month after the fall school term 
opened; constructed the Milton Avenue school at a greater cost than it could have 
been built by any one of seven bidders, and had it ready for occupancy on October 
6th, practically a month after the fall school term opened. 


On May 2oth, rors, the contract for the Howell Station school was awarded to 
a General Contractor, and it was completed on time. On May 2oth, 1915, the con- 
tract for the East Atlanta school was awarded to a General Contractor and it was 
completed on time. 


The advertisements for these schools required that certified checks accompany 
the bids. The contractor who built the East Atlanta school failed to comply with 
this provision. The Board of Education allowed him until 4 o’clock that afternoon 
to decide whether he would withdraw his bid or file a certified check. 


In 1918 the city government constructed various school houses in Atlanta, and 
on this occasion not only did away with the services of contractors and violated the 
City Ordinance which requires that bids be advertised for, but also dispensed with 
the services of architects in designing schools, and had plans prepared by the students 
of the Tech High school. 


In March of this year bids were asked upon the Plumbing and Heating for the 
Nurses’ Home at the Grady Hospital. The City’s expert estimated the cost of this 
plumbing at $12,446.00. Bids were submitted, and the lowest bidder agreed to do 
the work for $12,456.08. Without changing the specifications by even the dotting of 
an “i” or the crossing of a “t,” the City rejected all bids and invited the six bidders, 
some of whom are members of the Exchange and some of whom are not, to cut 
their bids. The second opening of bids took place on April goth, and a bidder who 
was not in the original competition was specifically invited to submit an estimate, 
and was given the benefit of the prices that had first been opened. It is an estab- 
lished fact that this bidder did not request prices on the fixtures that had been speci- 
fied for this work. His bid was about $1,300.00 lower than the next bidder, and it 
is now the announced intention of the Purchasing Agent to allow him to substitute 
other fixtures than those specified by the architect, and upon which other plumbers 
bid. 

Only last week bids were opened for manhole castings. The low bidder, we are 
informed, did not have a certified check accompanying his bid, but the City proceeded 
to award him the contract, notwithstanding. Complaint has been made by the City 
that contractors of various kinds in some instances refuse to submit bids to the City, 
and in other instances bid higher than-they should. The reasons are obvious. 


Sunday morning’s paper contained a statement from the Purchasing Agent of 
Atlanta, which would be amusing if it had not emanated from the man who is 
spending some several million dollars annually for the city. The interview was so untrue 
that we expected a voluntary statement from him in the morning’s paper of Monday 
announcing that he had been misquoted. Instead, however, we note a reiteration of 
his interview. Our complaint until now against the Purchasing Agent has metely 
been one of inefficiency and short-sightedness, but if the Purchasing Agent, the man 
above all others in the City government who should be as far above suspicion as 
Caesar’s wife, permits himself to be untruthful within the knowledge of many citi- 
zens, including his Honor, the Mayor, then our chief complaint becomes that there 
is an unsoundness in the Purchasing Agent which is regrettable in one who has the 
spending of so much money. 


We have received assurances from his Honor, the Mayor of Atlanta, that the 
present unbusinesslike and wasteful methods of expending the city’s money will not 
be changed in any particula?t. We have heard him say that he does not care for 
business ethics, and will not be guided by fairness to the bidders in awarding con- 
tracts. On the contrary, he states that he will resort to any methods that will cheapen 
the prices to be paid by the city, even to the point of forcing a bidder into bank- 
ruptcy if the opportunity presents itself. 


We cannot but express our admiration for the candor of the Mayor, because the 
record of the city’s public bidding for a number of years has been one of unfairness, 
disregard for all decent business ethics, incompetency, inefficiency and short-sighted- 
ness. | 

The Mayor informed us that it will be the policy of the city to consider the low- 
est bid, even though no certified check be filed. The low bidder, he stated, will be 
allowed to have time in which to file a check. Those contractors who intend bidding 
to the City in future, therefore, should bear in mind that certified checks are not nec- 
essary. Low bidders will be allowed to remedy the defect in their bids or withdraw 
and others than low bidders will not be considered. 


—— 


Quality of products, service by contractors, skill by workmen, reliability of bid- 
ders, and honesty in methods are apparently meaningless phrases in the Purchasing 
Department of the City. The sole endeavor is for cheapness. The city lies pros- 
trate, impaled with a question mark through her vitals, and the question is not 
“How well can the City be served,” but “How cheap?” 


The street paving of Atlanta is a ghastly joke. Cheapness! When the City be- 
gins to properly construct its paving it will be time enough to think of increasing 
taxes. 


The roofs of the school houses are leaking, we are told. Of course, they are. 
If proper roofs instead of cheap roofs had been provided for they would not leak. 

Some schools are practically falling down, they say. Certainly. If the endeav- 
or had been to construct permanent instead of cheap buildings, they would have 
stood for centuries. ! 

The school plumbing is insanitary, and the heating systems will not heat, we 
are informed. Exactly. But did any one try to scientifically heat the buildings or 
provide that proper plumbing be installed? No, indeed; the City tried to ascertain 
how cheap the work could be done, and found out. 


Dangerous, leaky, insanitary, cold, ramshackle, firetraps they are with not a 
single modern fireproof, scientifically heated, lighted and ventilated building in the, 
whole outfit—monuments to cheap city officials trying to build a cheap city. 

Shall we give more money to build more like them? No.

This puts the price on a unit basis, and shows the “Taxpayers’ League” why the 
city purchased the De Laval pump in lieu of the others. 
, There was a slight difference in favor of the two first-named pumps regarding theirs 
duty in million pounds’ work done per 1,000 pounds of steam used, but this difference 
was based on “piston displacement,” rather than actual water pumped, which means 
that these pumps would have to show 100% efficiency continuously to maintain this 
advantage, and as a matter of fact, if the “Taxpayers’ League” or any citizen will take 
the trouble to call at the waterworks office they may see for themselves in detail the 
advantages to the city from the purchase of the De Laval pumps over the others, as 
there were many other advantages not shown in the table given. I have taken the 
matter up in detail with the waterworks manager and find data to refute all the state- 
ments in the “Taxpayers’ League” argument with reference to the waterworks, but feel 
that the abave is sufficient regarding why the city bought the De Laval pumps. I might 
say in addition and for the benefit of the voters where the bond issue of $500,000.00 
will be spent:
